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PREFACE 


This checklist records the publications of departments, boards, and other 
issuing agencies of the Government of the Province of Ontario during the 
period from 1956 to 1971. As there is no comprehensive central collection, the 
work of compilation has been done by visiting libraries and certain govern- 
ment offices to examine the publications that still exist. This checklist continues 
a previous one issued in 1964 under the title: Publications of the Government of 
Ontario, 1901-1955, a checklist compiled for the Ontario Library Association, 
by Hazel I. MacTaggart. These lists are bibliographical records, and are not 
meant for acquisition purposes, as most of the titles are out of print. 


LOCATION. For the most part, only publications that were available for 
examination are included. Union catalogues in the National Library of 
Canada, Ottawa, the Metropolitan Toronto Central Library, and the Universi- 
ty of Toronto Library, have been valuable aids for location. At the end of the 
entry for each title, there is given a location symbol representing one library 
where it has been found. The symbols for libraries are mainly those used by 
the National Library of Canada. If a publication is not in a library collection, 
indication is made of the government office where it has been seen. For serial 
- publications, more than one location may appear. 


ARRANGEMENT. Following a list of legislative and executive publications, 
the material is arranged by issuing body. Reports are given first, followed by 
other serial publications. Separate publications are put under the heading 
Special publications, usually in alphabetical order. However. strict alphabetical 
arrangement has not been adhered to, if there is some advantage in arranging 
by date or by key word in the title. 


SERIAL PUBLICATIONS. For serial publications the date of the first issue and. 
if publication has ceased, the date of the last issue are given after the title. The 
dates of reports published during the period 1956 to 1971 are usually itemized 
in full. Descriptive notes give information for the same period: occasionally 
earlier or later dates are given in order to make the record complete. In 
recording dates, a diagonal line between two dates indicates a year that is not a 
calendar year. A hyphen between two dates is used when the report covers two 
or more years. 


CHANGES IN GOVERNMENT ORGANIZATION. Wherever possible. a brief ac- 
count has been given of changes in organization or name and of the main 
functions of new agencies. This information has been taken from: the Sratutes 
and annual reports (when available): Directory and guide to the services of the 
Government of Ontario, 1956-1967; The Ontario Government directory and 
guide, 1971; and Report of the Committee on the Organization of Government in 
Ontario, 1959. 


TERMINOLOGY. “Reissued” has been used to denote a publication with a new 
imprint date. It may be a new edition or a reprint. If it 1s known to be a 
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reprint, the term “reprinted” has been given. “Processed” is the term used to 
describe forms of reproduction other than ordinary printing. The abbreviation 
“illus.”? has been used to cover illustrations, with the type frequently being 
specified, such as diagrams and maps. 

MATERIAL OMITTED. Publications omitted include maps, posters, items that 
appear to relate to internal administration, news letters, staff magazines, bills, 
office consolidations, and any separate printing of acts or regulations. 
However, if an act is published with related matter, it has been listed. Extracts 
reprinted from government publications have not been included, unless they 
are of some particular interest; neither have reprints of articles written by 
government officials and appearing in non-government publications, unless 
they have the imprint of a department. Publications of provincially supported 
educational institutions have been omitted. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. This work has been compiled in the Bibliographic 
Services Centre, Printing Services Branch, Ontario Ministry of Government 
Services, whose staff has been most helpful, and without whose assistance it 
could not have been completed. The main depository of publications is the 
Legislative Library, Toronto; the librarians there have been generous in their 
cooperation and support, as were others contacted, especially the librarians in 
the Ontario government libraries. 

The record of government publishing is being kept up-to-date by Ontario 
Government publications, monthly checklist, and an annual catalogue.

MILK COMMISSION OF ONTARIO 


The Milk Commission of Ontario was established in 1965, as a body corporate 
with not fewer than three members, to supervise all phases of the dairy industry in the 
Province. It was set up under the Milk act which provided for the control and 
regulation of the marketing of milk, cream, and cheese, and the quality of milk, milk 
products, and fluid milk products. 


The new Commission replaced the Milk Industry Board of Ontario, which was 
established in 1957 to take over the functions of the Milk Control Board of Ontario 
and the Milk Products Board of Ontario.

DEPARTMENT OF ECONOMICS AND DEVELOPMENT 


In 1956 the Office of the Provincial Economist in the Treasury Department was 
established as the Department of Economics. Its function was to study and advise upon 
economic and financial conditions, economic and financial policy, and fiscal relations 
between governments. In January 1961, it was renamed the Department of Economics 
and Federal and Provincial Relations. In December 1961, this Department was 
amalgamated with the Department of Commerce and Development and continued as 
the Department of Economics and Development. 


The Office of the Chief Economist was set up in the Department on January 1, 
1965, to co-ordinate economic and statistical services, both within the Department and 
among the various provincial agencies. This Office was divided into six branches: 
Applied Economics, Economic Analysis, Economic Planning, Federal-Provincial 
Affairs Secretariat, Regional Development, and Ontario Statistical Centre. 


On December 16, 1967, the economics branches were transferred to the Treasury 
Department. The promotion of trade and industry remained as the chief responsibility 
of the Department of Economics and Development. Accordingly, on April 11, 1968, it 
was renamed the Department of Trade and Development.

DEPARTMENT OF ENERGY AND RESOURCES MANAGEMENT 


The Department of Energy Resources was formed in 1959 to administer acts 
relating to the gas and oil industries. On September 1, 1960, it assumed the 
administrative functions of the Ontario Fuel Board, which ceased to exist on that date. 


In 1964 conservation and water management programs were assigned to the 
Department and it was renamed the Department of Energy and Resources Manage- 
ment. In 1969 the Department was given responsibility for the quality of the 
environment and the Air Management Branch (formerly the Air Pollution Control 
Service) and the Waste Management Branch were transferred from the Department of 
Health. 


In 1970 activities relating to energy were transferred to other departments. In 1971 
the Department of Energy and Resources Management was renamed the Department 
of the Environment.

The Ontario Anti-Discrimination Commission was established in 1958, its function 
being to advise the Minister of Labour in the administration of the Fair employment 
practices act, the Female employees’ fair remuneration act, and the Fair accommoda- 
tion practices act. 


On March 29, 1961 the name of the Commission was changed to Ontario Human 
‘Rights Commission and it was made responsible for furthering the principle “that 
every person is free and equal in dignity and rights without regard to race, creed, 
colour, nationality, ancestry, or place of origin.” In 1962 this principle was put into law 
as the Ontario human rights code, which is administered by the Commission.

ONTARIO PARKS INTEGRATION BOARD 


The Board was established by the Ontario Parks Integration Board act, which 
came into force on April 1, 1956. The membership consisted of the chairmen of the 
Niagara Parks Commission and the St. Lawrence Parks Commission as well as the 
ministers of several related government departments. The Board was set up to 
supervise and control matters of major policy concerned with the establishment, 
acquisition, development, and administration of provincial parks under the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests and parks under the administration and management of the 
Niagara Parks Commission and the St. Lawrence Parks Commission. An amendment 
to the act in 1960 extended the powers of the Board to include parks established and 
operated under the Conservation authorities act and parks established under the Parks 
assistance act. The Board ceased to exist on April 1, 1972, when the Ontario Parks 
Integration Board act was repealed.

The Division of Parks was established on October Ist, 1954 to provide and 
develop a provincial park system to meet the public’s need for outdoor recreation. It 
was renamed Parks Branch in 1959 and was enlarged and re-organized in 1965 into 
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three sections: Recreational Planning, Park Planning and Development, and Parks 
Management. In 1967 the responsibility for access points, wilderness areas, canoe 
routes and hiking trails was transferred from the Lands and Surveys Branch to the 
Parks Branch. The Branch was re-organized in July 1971 as the Parks and Recreation 
Areas Branch with two sections: Park Planning, and Park Management and 
Development.

ASSESSMENT DIVISION 


The Municipal Assessment Branch (also known as the Assessment Branch) became 
the Assessment Division on July 1, 1969, owing to the transfer of the assessment 
function from the municipalities to the province on January 1, 1970. The Division’s

TREASURY BOARD 


The Treasury Board, composed of members of the Executive Council, was first 
established in 1886 under the Audit act, and continued from 1954 under the Financial 
administration act. The Board, with the Treasurer as chairman, acted as a committee of 
the Executive Council on all matters relating to finance, revenues, estimates, expendi- 
tures and financial commitments. 


Amending legislation of 1956 and later years provided that the Board should have 
a Secretary with a staff. The Treasury Board Secretariat came to function as a 
department, with the Secretary having the status of a deputy minister. 


In December 1971 the Treasury Board was superseded by the Management Board 
of Cabinet.

Its functions 
included the development of water supplies, the construction and operation of water 
and sewage systems for municipalities, and the conducting of research programs. New 
legislation in 1957 added new responsibilities, including supervision over all water and 
sewage works in the Province, and the control of pollution of all surface and ground 
waters. In April 1972 the Commission was integrated into the Ministry of the 
Environment.

The Division of Sanitary Engineering was responsible for the supervision of water 
supplies, sewage disposal, and stream sanitation. It examined plans for all new water 
and sewage works. The Stream Sanitation Branch of the Division developed into the 
Water Quality Surveys Branch, which undertook surveys in the water quality 
management program. Surveys were made of the Great Lakes and of river basins. The 
Plumbing and Boating Branch administered regulations on plumbing and on the 
disposal of sewage and garbage from pleasure boats.
